building which will be located on old W 
Temple Street. The plans have already 
been approved by the State of Ohio. 
Commissioner Laurence A. (Bucky) 
Dumford said a contract for the new 
office building is being drawn up by 
County Prosecutor Jam es A. Kiger and 
should be ready for signing in several 
days. 
Once the new office building is 


completed by the Burke Monument Co. 
and McArthur Realty Co., the state of 
Ohio will pay most of the moving ex­ 
penses for the county welfare depart­ 
ment 
offices 
which 
are 
presently 
housed in a county-owned building at 
119 E. M arket St. 
The state will also cover the monthly 
rent of the welfare office portion of the 
50 by 120 foot building. 
However, 
the 
Fayette 
County 
Children’s Services offices will also be 
relocated in the building which has 
space for over 30 offices. The county 
will have to pay the rent for that office 
space. 
The comm issioners received four 
bids for an office building in August. 
The low bid was from the Burke 
Monument 
Co. 
and the 
McArthur 
Realty Co. and it was accepted. 
Problem s with the abandonment of a 
section of old Temple Street by the City 
of 
Washington 
C H 
delayed 
con­ 
struction 
plans 
for a 
while. 
The 
Washington C H City Council finally 
approved the abandonment of the 
street in September and plans on the 
office building continued. 
Council had passed a 
resolution 
seven years ago stating an intention to 
abandon the street. However, the ac­ 
tion was not formalized by an or­ 
dinance until two months ago. 
The 
abandonment 
was 
required 
before the exact site of the building 
could be decided. If the street had not 
been abandoned, the building would 
have had to be constructed at least 20 
feet from the street. Once the aban­ 
donment was approved the building 
could be located nearer the street. 
The building will be situated 13 feet 
from the abandoned street and just 
south of new Temple Street. 
The 
building will be named the Burke- 
McArthur Office Building. 
The comm issioners hope to move the 
welfare and children services offices 
into the building shortly after the first 
of the year. 
No plans have been made for the 
Market Street building which is located 
across the alley from the Fayette 
County 
Sheriff’s 
Departm ent 
and 
which will be left vacant as soon as the 
move is made.

SE renam ed Fayette Road. 
With the completion of the U.S. 35 
bypass, old U.S. 35 has reverted back to 
a county road, according to Conley. 
He pointed out that addresses which 
refer to U.S. 35-NW or U.S. 35-SE are 
now m isleading and causing confusion 
in the delivery of industrial products 
and 
United 
Parcel 
Service goods. 
Residential addresses are also con­ 
fusing now that there is a U.S. 35 
bypass as well as an old U.S. 35. 
However, some area residents said 
they feel a change in nam e would 
disrupt mail deliveries even more. 
The residents reportedly claim ed 
that a change in the address nam e 
could disrupt their businesses which 
are based in their homes. Letterheads 


and other publications pertaining to 
their businesses carry the U.S. 35 
address. 
Wayne L. Hill, 2090 old U.S. 35-NW, 
who operates an electrical contracting 
business, and Mrs. Lester Jordan, 2099 
old U.S. 35-NW, who operates a swine 
breeding company, were among the 
residents protesting the change in route 
names. 
The comm issioners will m ake a final 
decision on whether to renam e the old 
U.S. 35 sections Dayton and Fayette 
roads next Monday.

losses on rising coffee prices 
National security concern one factor 
Former CIA director pleads 
no contest in Chilean affair 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Price 
information from a grocery wholesaler 
shows that 
superm arket 
m anagers 
have been gulping hard to swallow 
their losses on rising coffee prices in 
recent months. 
And a spot check of marketing prices 
show wholesale and retail grocers 
waste no tim e in getting canned foods 
from canner to customer. Shelf tim es 
range from four days to a month, 
depending on merchandise. But some 
grocers say they pass along price hikes 
to custom ers 
im mediately on 
the 
theory that replacem ent m erchandise 
will be m ore costly. 
Retail grocers got in their two cents 
worth on the Ohio AP M arketbasket 
survey at the end of October. That was 
the amount of the increase — two cents 
— on average prices of the 16 standard 
grocery item s on which costs are 
checked each month in 16 Ohio cities. 
The average cost at the end of 
October was $23.74, compared with 
$23.72 a month, earlier. Average cost of 
the item s a year ago was $19.39, and at 
the sam e tim e in 1975 it was $18.60. 
Edward G. Harness, board chairm an 
of 
Cincinnati 
grocery 
wholesaler 
Proctor & Gamble Co., reported last 
month he hopes the price of coffee will 
return 
to 
“ pre-inflationary” 
levels 
during the next year or so. 
Wholesale 
prices 
furnished 
by 
Harness, when compared with retail 
prices reported in the Ohio M arket­ 
basket survey, indicates superm arket 
managers have been taking a loss on 
coffee in recent months. 
Price com parisons from April 1,1977, 
through the end of October, indicate 
retailers lost an average of 31 percent 
on the cost of a three-pound can of 
name-brand coffee last April I. The loss 
continued at a declining rate until the 
end 
of Septem ber 
when 
H arness’ 
wholesale figures, compared with AP 
M arketbasket retail figures, reflected 
a 2.7 percent profit for retailers. 
That profit rose to 5.2 percent at the 
end of October when the cost of three 
pounds of coffee among the 16 survey 


cities averaged $10.04, down 2.1 percent 
from a month earlier. It was among 
eight item s in the survey showing a 
price decline over the month.

Energy tax breaks 


okayed by Senate 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
A 
multi-billion-dollar Senate package of 
energy tax breaks is headed for a 
congressional conference committee 
that is likely to combine it with some of 
the heavy new energy taxes passed 
earlier by the House 
The final compromise bill probably 
will mean higher prices for just about 
everything produced in the United 
States, along with some tax breaks to 
encourage conservation. 
The 
Senate 
bill, 
approved 
52-35 
Monday night, aims to encourage fuel 
conservation and increased energy 
production with dozens of tax breaks. It 
is estimated they would cost the federal 
treasury about $42 billion over the next 
eight years. 
The House measure takes the op­ 
posite tack, relying on taxation to raise 
energy prices and force conservation. 
President 
Carter's 
proposals 
were 
similar to the House version. 
The conference committee, which 
could tackle the tax bill next week, 
faces the problem of deciding which 
parts of the two versions should be 
retained. 
Most of the tax advantages in the 
Senate bill would be for business and 
industry. But there’s a tax break of up 
to $400 for those who make their homes 
more energy efficient; up to $150 a year 
for heating with oil or propane and $75 a 
year for most elderly Americans. 
The Senate bill continues the present 
income tax deduction for state and 


local 
gasoline 
taxes, 
and 
extends 
through Sept. 30, 1985, the current 
gasoline tax of 4 cents per gallon. The 
House version 
would end the tax 
deduction. 
The House bill would raise taxes by 
about $40 billion over the next eight 
years, but a big share of that would be 
rebated to consumers and business. 
The only new tax in the Senate bill 
would raise about $5 billion. 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., chief 
sponsor of the Senate measure, said 
while the Senate opposes new taxes, it 
probably would accept some of them if 
coupled with tax incentives. 


The Senate’s incentives for business, 
including some new ones for oil and gas 
producers, would save an estimated 
two million barrels of imported oil per 
day by 1985. The House plan would save 
about the same. 


Carter’s original plan was built on 
four major taxes. The House rejected 
one — a standby gasoline tax of 50 cents 
a gallon — and approved watered-down 
versions of the others: on crude oil, to 
force conservat ion; on industrial use of 
oil and natural gas, to encourage 
conversion to coal, and on inefficient 
cars. 


The Senate voted a reduced version 
of the industrial tax, applying it only to 
plants built in the future and to the 
estimated 
ll 
percent 
of 
existing 
facilities that can convert to coal. The 
other taxes were rejected.

26. and his brother, Richard Schoen­ 
feld, 24, have pleaded guilty to the 
kidnapping, the motive for which 
remains a mystery.

Leased plane safety 


The crash near McComb, Miss., 
thai killed three members of the 
Lynyrd Skynyrd rock band and 
three other persons prompts new 
concern about privately chartered 
planes. This accident raises 
once 
again the quest ion whether pertinent 
federal regulations, and their en­ 
forcement, are adequate. 
At this point it cannot be said 
whether the plane, leased by the 
band 
last 
April, was in 
unsafe 
condition That determination must 
l>e made by the Federal Aviation 
Administration. Pending the out­ 
come of the F A A inquiry, however, 
it is noteworthy that some of those 
who had been traveling in the air 


craft had expressed doubts as to its 
airworthiness. 
According to one of the survivors, 
stage manager Clayton Johnson, 
just before boarding the plane for 
the fatal flight he and four others 
had discussed whether they should 
refuse to fly in it again He also was 
quoted as saying that Cassie Gaines. 
a singer killed in the crash, had (in 
the words of an Associated Press 
story) “talked with him about riding 
from concert 
to concert 
in the 
equipment 
truck 
instead of the 
plane.” 
There is nothing substantive in 
this about the plane’s condition. 
Johnson's comments do suggest that 


something correctable may have 
been am iss before it took off. One 
may ask whether more careful in­ 
spection 
would

problem, if there was one - and 
whether remedial action on the 
ground might 
have averted the 
crash.

for the U S. Senate on the Conservative 
Party ticket in New York State. After 
losing her own run for the Senate, she 
worked as a special assistant to Sen. 
James Buckley. The aim of Barbara

organization is to “bring about a better 
balance between the need to protect 
health and safety and the increasing 
burden 
of

government regulation.” In short, the

Whether we have a Science Court or

proportions. Saccharin, swallowed in 
huge doses, may have caused cancer in 
Canadian male rats, but obese people 
and diabetics have used it as a syn­ 
thetic 
sweetener 
in 
small 
daily 
amounts for more than 80 years without 
any demonstrated ill effects. The risk- 
benefit ratio here would seem to be 
decidedly in favor of letting diabetics 
have their sweetener. 


As a matter of scientific fact, our 
"completely natural” foods consist of 
chemicals, some of which would not 
pass a IOO per cent purity test. There 
has been 
a 
quarrel 
about 
decaf­ 
feinating agents for coffee, one of 
which has been labeled, whether fairly 
or not, as a carcinogen, or cancer- 
causing substance But even a cup of 
non-decaffeinated 
coffee 
contains 
naturally occurring chemicals such as 
methanol, acetone, isoprene and other 
substances with equally scary names 


We 
eat 
vegetables 
that 
contain 
natural arsenic and fruits that are 
laced with nickel, which could be a 
carcinogen if it were a rat’s only diet. 
Recently we had a peanut scare; moldy 
peanuts contain a carcinogen named 
aflatoxin. Presumably an anti-Carter 
Republican set this one afloat with 
malicious intent to hurt the Plains, Ga., 
peanut business. But Herbert Hoover 
ate peanuts all his life at baseball 
games and lived to be over 90.

Manufacturers in the $700 million 
industry also warn of tight supplies, 
particularly of fiberglass. The Federal 
Trade Commission is investigating 
competition in the industry, and the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
has held hearings on safety aspects of 
insulation. 
Meanwhile, the two agencies have 
some advice for consumers who are 
considering hiring a contractor or 
installing their own insulation. 
There are three basic types of in­ 
sulation; 
— Mineral wool. This includes rock 
wool and fiberglass and accounts for 80 
to 85 per cent of residential insulation. 
It can be blown in place or purchased in 
blankets or 
“batts” with a vapor 
barrier to prevent moisture inside a 
building from passing through walls 
and ceilings and condensing on the 
insulation. 
— Plastic foam. Made of polystyrene, 
polyurethane or urea formaldehyde, it 
can be purchased in pre-formed sheets 
or can be injected into existing walls as 
a wet foam by a contractor.

M rs Spahr gave a very interesting 
review of “Loretta Lynn,” Am erica’s 
Queen of Country Music, and well 
known as "Well, I was born a Coal 
m iner’s daughter, on a hill in Butcher 
Holler.” Born in Butcher Holler, Ky.. 
her father’s name was Melvin Webb. 
One of his grandmothers was a full 
blooded Cherokee squaw and it was the 
same on her mother’s side-so that 
made her one-fourth Cherokee, and 
I Oretta is proud of it 
I/oretta is superstitious, believes in 
re-incarnation 
and 
extrasensory 
perception, and she has a feeling there 
are more changes to be made in her 
life She was married when not quite 14 
years of age, and had four babies by the 
time she was 18 years old. She says 
when she sings the country songs about 
women struggling to keep things going, 
she ‘ has been there.’ Now she owns a 
huge ranch in Tennessee, has been on 
the cover of Newsweek magazine, and 
was the first women ever named in the 
Gallop Poll as one of the most admired 
women in the United States. Loretta 
married a man whom 
she calls 
Doolittle, and nicknamed “Mooney” 
when she found out he used to make 
moonshine in Washington State. 
O retta says she is always making 
Butcher Holler sound like the most 
backward part of the United States, 
and maybe it is, but having traveled all 
over this country, she “ain’t seen 
nothin’ like it.” Mooney helped O retta 
start her career 17 years ago. He likes 
spending his time on their ranch, 
raising corn and soybeans, horses, 
mules and bison. The 4500 acre ranch is 
65 miles west of Nashville. Mooney 
doesn t like touring with his wife, who 
only spends an average of a month or 
two a year at the ranch. 
She was the first woman artist to 
receive a Gold Album for one million 
sales, the first women ever selected 
entertainer of the year by the Country 
Music Association in 1972 That year 
she also won an award with Conway 
Twitty for vocal duo of the year, and 
named female vocalist of the year.

of the danger of rabies. 
Issue 2 would outlaw use of steel- 
jawed Ieghold animal traps, although 
its opponents claim it has wider im­ 
plications. 
The suit, filed by the International 
Fund for Animal W elfare, contended 
that “no authority exists whatsoever” 
for use of public em ployes to promote a 
partisan issue while acting in their 
official capacity. 
“Opponents of Issue 2 in seeking 
public support for their position have 
utterly disregarded basic principles of 
fair play and in their zeal to win at any 
cost, they have com promised agencies 
of state government in blatant violation 
of law ,” the suit said.

High court studies 
ruling on obscenity 


WASHINGTON

The 
Supreme Court is studying whether 
sm ut’s effect on children should be 
considered in determining if m aterial 
is obscene, even when children are not 
a factor in the case. 
The 
justices 
agreed 
Monday 
to 
consider that question in a Calfornia 
case, the latest sequel to the court’s 
1973 landmark decision on what is and 
isn’t obscene. 
In its decision four years ago, the 
court laid down specific tests lower 
courts w ere to apply in deciding ob­ 
scenity cases 
One test w as whether “the average 
person applying contemporary com ­ 
munity standards” would find the work 
patently offensive and appealing to 
prurient interest 
In review ing the conviction of Los 
Angeles distributor William Pinkus, 
the 
court 
is 
considering 
whether 
children 
and 
“especially 
sensitive 
persons" are to be included in the 
definition of “com m unity” when jurors 
try to determ ine the standards. 
Pinkus’ trial judge told jurors they 
could be considered. If that decision, 
affirm ed by the 9th U S Circuit Court of 
Appeals, is upheld, it is conceivable 
that 
sellers 
of 
allegedly 
obscene 
m aterials will be become easier targets 
for prosecutors. 
Pinkus, doing business as Rosslyn 


News Co., and Kamera, was convicted 
last year of m ailing one m ovie and 
various m agazines to adults in six 
states. 
The jury said the m aterials were 
obscene. Pinkus w as sentenced to four 
years in prison and fined $5,500 but has 
rem ained free on bond while appealing 
his conviction 
His appeal to the Supreme Court 
argues that children 
and sensitive 
people should not be considered part of 
the 
overall 
community 
when 
the 
specific obscenity charges do not in 
volve either group

Hillsboro junior tops 1000 yards

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A Ford that runs like a Cadillac

B ruce 
Ford, 
the 
hard 
running 
tailback from Hillsboro, has Indian 
football fortunes turned around in less 
than one year. A lready the H ighland 
County team has assured itself of at 
least an even finish, going into this 
w eek’s action with a fine 5-3 record. 
The last tim e the Indians had a 
winning 
record w as m ore 
than 
a 
decade ago, but then Hillsboro is doing 
things that they norm ally don’t do. 
They defeated W ashington C.H. 
at 
G ardner P ark for the first tim e in 
nearly 20 years while they handed 
G reenfield McClain an 18-13 defeat for 
the first tim e in seven years. 
Ford, the best runner Hillsboro has 
fielded since Kenny C aptain in 1975, has 
am assed 1003 for the season, the first 
SCOL runner to top 1000 y ard s this 
season. Records are incom plete but 
Ford could quite possibly be the first 
Indian ever to break the m ark. He 
m akes Indian fans sm ile for another 
reason ... he’s only a junior. 
D ennis Combs of M iami T race has 
the only other real chance to break 10(H) 
yards this season. He h as rushed for 786 
yards in eight gam es, an av erag e of 
98.3. He needs 214 yards in the final two 
gam es of the season versus G reenfield 
and W ashington C.H. 
L arry B rickies of the Blue Lions 
ranks third in rushing with an average 
of 82 yards per gam e while David 
C ream er of the P an th ers 
is close 
behind with a 79.3 average. 
M iami T race holds its custom ary 
com m anding lead in both the offensive 
and defensive categories. The P an th ers 
have rolled up 4165 yards this season, 
an av erag e of 521 a gam e. They have 
also chalked up 496 points, an average 
of 62 each contest. 
The P an th ers need just 27 m ore 
points to reach last y e a r’s total of 523 
points scored while they need two 
shutouts in the final two gam es to keep 
under last y e a r’s defensive total of 52 
points yielded. The 1977 P an th ers have 
already given up 51, a total that also 
ranks as lowest in the league 
Hillsboro rem ains in second place in 
team offense and seem s destined to 
finish the season there. The Indians, 
behind the running of Ford, 
have 
gained 2072 yards, 1854 of it on the 
ground. Last season, Hillsboro gained 
only 1708 yards totaland m anaged only 
60 points to rank them last in the 
league. 
G reenfield still holds its second place 


standing in team defense but if the old 
proverb hold true, don’t look for the 
T igers in that spot next week. The 
proverb sta te s: “Those that play T race 
get e ra se d .’’

LOS AN GELES (A P) - T rue, not 
m uch jazz is regularly h eard on radio. 
But N ational Public Radio is trying to 
help correct this with a 90-minute 
weekly series it began last m onth — 
“Jazz A live.” 
For $400,000, or slightly m ore than 
the estim ated cost of one “ Starsky and 
Hutch ” episode, the new series is airing 
the work of both little-know n and well- 
known jazz folks for 30 w eeks. 
A ccording to the show ’s producer, 
Steve R athe, it’s on 160 of N P R ’s 201 
noncom m ercial stations, m ost of them 
F'M, and w as developed in response to 
the statio n s1 request for a weekly jazz 
series.

the tow nspeople call G reen G arden 
Road, you can see w hite cotton clouds 
hanging low over the m ountains. The 
tranquil scene is not, how ever, entirely 
the

clouds 
o riginate from six m am m oth, cylin­ 
drical cooling tow ers that rise from the 
banks of the Ohio R iver like idols to the 
gods of energy. 
S uperheated vapors from the nuclear 
w orks below form the clouds which 
ap p ear so w hite and innocent. But they 
hang over Shippingport, P a., like a 
pall 
B eneath them is a dying town 
contam inated by a deadly w hite dust of 
lead, cadm ium , chrom ium and iron 
and an even m ore deadly irrad iated 
m ist. 
Tw enty y ears ago, Shippingport w as 
a p asto ral farm ing com m unity Then, 
in 1953, the Atom ic E nergy Com m ission 
selected the virgin riverbank as the site 
for the n atio n ’s first pressurized w ater 
nuclear reacto r. The bank has now 
been tran sfo rm ed into a series of 
boom ing, w hirring energy com pounds, 
a 
D isneyland 
of 
futuristic 
dom es, 
cones, re acto rs, grids and transm ission 
lines, like a scene from “ S tar W ars.” 
The n u clear w orks, endow ed by the 
federal governm ent, is operated by a 
consortium of power com panies known 
by the acronym CAPCO. 
The five 
com panies 
D uquesne Light, Penn 
sylvania 
Pow er, 
Ohio 
Edison, 
C leveland E lectric and Toledo Edison 
provide electricity for som e seven 
m illion consum ers. But it is the Ship­ 
pingport townsfolk who b ear the en­ 
vironm ental burden. 
Out of the CAPCO com pounds, with 
their cooling tow ers and 950-foot coal 
desulfurization chim ney, com es the 
deadly fallout 
the m ineral dust and 
irrad iated m ist that rain down upon the 
com m unity. We w ere shown calcium 
sulfate chunks the size of pie plates, 
which fell like flying sau cers upon the 
countryside. In the few m onths since 
our investigation began, we have also 
docum ented spillages of contam inated 
w ater of m ore than 9,000 gallons.

R esidents 
have filed a law suit against CAPCO 
They c h arg e that the pow er plants have 
disrupted 
their

P ro p erty values have plum m eted 40 
per cen t; no one will touch the land 
n ear the nuclear site. 
O thers fe ar a lingering, 
invisible 
death from the radiation. T here a re 
tales of birds that walk backw ards. 
Local h u n ters com plain th at the lush 
foliage along the riv erb an k has turned 
brow n and sickly. T he deer long ago 
abandoned th eir form er haunts. 
We found the pow er com panies to be 
arro g an t and secretive. The haze from 


the coal plants can be seen, but the 
g ases that seep out of the plants and the 
tritium that seeps into the tap w ater 
a re m ore difficult to detect 


Last Ju ly , a technician m isaligned 
two valves, releasing 9,000 gallons of 
w ater contam inated 
by

Crowded, Noisy Peking 
Subway ‘Neat’ System 


By K0ICHI ISHIYAMA 


TOKYO (A P) — Like sub­ 
ways in other places, the 24-ki­ 
lometer ( 15-mile) line in Peking 
is crowded and noisy, but it 
makes up a “ neat” under­ 
ground transport system, ac­ 
cording to a Japanese subway 
expert. 
Hiroo Hashimoto, the 61-year- 
old managing director of Tok­ 
yo’s Teito Rapid Transit Au­ 
thority, visited China recently 
and got a first-hand look at the 
Peking subway, a sight often 
denied foreign visitors. 
The subway in the Chinese 
capital was opened in October, 
1969, and runs between Peking 
Station and Ping Kuo Station on 
the western outskirts of the 
city. Hashimoto said he was 
told it carried an average of 
80,000 people a day, while a bus 
system transported a million 
people daily. 
The Japanese expert said he 
was surprised to hear Chinese 
officials say that “ bicycles, 
which number 2.43 million in 
Peking alone, are interfering 
with public transportation and 
are really a headache from the 
point of over-all municipal traf­ 
fic policy.” 
Hashimoto said he was told 
Peking’s 
present 
population 
was about 8.25 million. 
The visit to the subway took 
place during a tour of the city 
recently and was arranged by 
the Peking Revolutionary Com­ 
mittee. a municipal governing 
body, Hashimoto said. He and 
an interpreter were taken to 
the Military Museum Station, 
where Li Yun-an of the com­ 
mittee’s traffic department met 
them. 
Hashimoto said he paid the 
regular fare of one chiao (six 
cents) to enter the subway and 
rode an escalator to the plat­ 
form. A four-coach train, en­ 
tirely empty, pulled in. 
"It was a special arrange­ 
ment for me and I was flat­ 
tered,” Hashimoto said in an 
interview with The Associated 
Press. 
He said Li told him the four- 
coach trains usually ran at in­ 
tervals of 15 minutes and were 
powered by a third rail.

“ Li told me they have not 
started to use electronic equip­ 
ment like the automatic trans­ 
port control (ATC) yet,” Hash­ 
imoto said, “ but wanted to 
learn from Japanese technology 
and they are now studying how 
to lower the level of the noise 
inside. 
“ The wheels are made of 
steel and it is a neat train, but 
noisy inside just like a Japa­ 
nese train,” he added. 
H e 
said 
Li 
explained 
“ triumphantly” that the Peking 
subway is “ totally the achieve­ 
ment of Chinese workers — an 
example of self reliance.” 
1 After inspecting and riding on 
the special train, Hashimoto 
asked his guide if he could see 


an actual commuter train in 
operation. 
Permission 
was 
granted immediately, he said, 
and their train stopped at 
Hsuan Wu Men Station, one 
stop from Peking Station. A 
regular train pulled up at IO 
a.m., well past the rush hour. 
Hashimoto said it was fairly 
packed and that Li told him 
that during busier periods the 
trains carry “ two or 2^ times 
more people than they are de­ 
signed to carry.” 
" I was happy to know this,” 
Hashimoto said, “ because this 
is also true in Japan. But I 
wondered why they did not run 
as many trains as we do.” 
Tokyo’s subways usually run 
an eight-coach train every two 


minutes during rush hours. 
The subway expert said he 
didn’t believe the underground 
rail system in Peking was in­ 
tended to serve as a giant air 
raid shelter. There has been 
some speculation on this be­ 
cause a number of foreigners 
have said they were barred 
from riding on or seeing the 
subway system during visits to 
China. 


“ The subway functions beau­ 
tifully as a means of public 
transportation,” 
Hashimoto 
said. “ If the people have to 
shelter from a bomb blast, they 
can hide in real shelters under 
their offices or schools, not un­ 
der the public transportation.” 


Creating an Efficient Home-Office Environment

Many one-parent families are 
among those trying to combine 
business activities and family 
life in the home. And it can be 
done successfully by making a 
good decorating plan that per­ 
tains to your own situation. 
That advice from interior de­ 
signer Georgia Roulo, 32, of 
Chicago, has been tested. She 
lives with her 8-year-old son in 
a one-bedroom apartment that 
is also her office. In planning 
her home in a less conventional 
way, she considered both living 
and business needs. One should 
not sacrifice so many comforts 
that the home is disrupted and 
there is a feeling of being de­ 
prived, she points out. 
In transforming her apart­ 
ment into a multi-functional en­ 
vironment, she gave the bed­ 
room to her son and set up the 
living room area as a bedroom- 
office-sitting room. The unit 
was cited for its style and 
imagination in the use of mul­ 
tiple space by the jury in S.M. 
Hexter’s annual awards pro­ 
gram for interiors. 
“ I wasn’t about to sacrifice 
my queen-size bed. I had con­ 
sidered putting a little bed in a 
niche for myself, but I decided 
it would give me a feeling that 
I didn’t really have a home. If 
I were going to spend all my 
time in one room, it had to be 
comfortable. Now I feel as if I 
never want to leave it. By day 
it is an office-dining room and 
at night it is a bedroom-sitting 
room. I am never bored or 
tired of it,” Ms. Roulo explains. 
In her 23-foot by 15-foot room, 
she put the bed, a box spring 
and mattress on a platform in 
an arrangement she calls “ a 
floating island.” Next to her 
bed is an L-shaped, low divid­ 
ing unit — desk, storage and 
dining table. It not only sepa­ 
rates the bed area, but it is 
conveniently placed at bedside 
and houses a stereo within 
arm’s reach because she did 
not “ want a stereo plopped into 
the room.” Six drawers open on 
the other side of the divider 


and are used for silver, linens 
and other table accessories. 
She works at the L-shaped 
desk and a table section of the 
“ L ” is supported by a solid lu­ 
cite bar. Everything is bolted 
together. At nights, a sliding 
door is pulled across a hall 
area to make it a very private 
suite. Her son enjoys the same 
privacy when he wishes. 
“ I use lucite chairs at the 
table because see-through ma­ 
terials provide a light, airy 
feeling of more space. The 
creamy beige and off-white col­ 
or scheme is very restful, an 
environment that is necessary 
in an area where you plan to do 
so many different things. And I 
always keep fresh flowers in 
the room.” 
One wall of cabinets solves 
work-home storage. Four uphol­ 
stered lounge chairs — there is 
no sofa — and an ottoman are 
grouped at one end of the room 
to make a nice seating arrange­ 
ment for family or clients. 
Small Venetian mirrors on two 
walls lend 
“ the 
just 
right 
sparkle.” 
Curtailing clutter is very im­ 
portant when there is a com­ 
bination home-office, Ms. Roulo 
maintains. 
“ There should be one empty 
wall to think on,” she advises. 


“ I feel that I have succeeded in 
that. Anything that had to be 
dusted has been stored. Occa­ 
sionally I take out an accessory 
— painting, sculpture, whatever 
— but when I sit and look about 
the room, I am really pleased 
with the minimal maintenance. 
“ Because 
you 
are 
doing 
something different in a home, 
you should not compromise in 
housing. I had wanted to live in 
a high rise building which had 
a lovely park across the street 
that my son could enjoy, and I 
was thrilled that I could get an 
apartment in it. The next thing 
was to make it work. And it 
does,” she said, happily.

Call it instinct, or feel, or 
what you will, but the fact is 
that a topnotch declarer usually 
finds the best line of play even 
though he does not see all 52 
cards. For example, consider 
this deal where South made four 
hearts doubled. West made a 
good choice when he led a 
trump; otherwise, South would 
have made the contract easily. 
East took his ace and returned a 
trump to dummy’s king. 


Declarer led a club to the 
queen and West made another 
good play when he ducked Had 
he taken the ace, South would 
have scored ten easy tricks (a 
spade, a spade ruff, five hearts, 
a diamond and two clubs). 
South was now at the critical 
point of the play. He realized 
that if he cashed the ace of 
spades and ruffed a spade in 
dummy he would probably lose 
three spade tricks and go down 
one. 
Declarer knew by now ap­ 
proximately how the unseen 
cards were divided. East had 
shown up with the ace of hearts 
and was marked by the bidding 
with good diamonds. West 
therefore had to have the ace of 
clubs and the missing spade 
strength for his double. All that 
South now had to do was take 
advantage of this knowledge. 
He first cashed the ace of 
damonds, then led the queen of 
spades! West took the king and 
returned a diamond. Declarer 
ruffed, trumped a low spade in 
dummy, then led the king of 
clubs and discarded a spade on 
it. 
West took the ace of clubs, but 
was now between the devil and 
the d.b.s. He was forced to lead 
a club to dummy’s jack or a 
spade to declarer’s A-10, and 
either play would hand South 
his tenth trick.

Acne Can Be Controlled 
My brother and I are twins. 
We’re good athletes in high 
school We get along well with 
people. Our big problem is the 
acne that’s been bothering us 
for two years. We’re patient, 
but isn’t there something we 
can do to speed up this darn 
thing? — R. and R. H., Wash. 
Dear R. and R.: 
Recently, I wrote an article 
about acne for a magazine that 
is devoted entirely to the 
physical, emotional and social 
needs of the teen-ager. It is 
called “Real World” and is 
published by King Features 
Syndicate in New York City. 
Many young people have 
since written to tell me that they 
now 
have 
a 
better 
un­ 
derstanding of acne and how it 
can be controlled. 
You should know that acne is 
an inflammation and infection 
of the sebaceous glands that lie 
beneath the skin. These glands 
manufacture sebum, a fatty 
substance which passes from 
the gland to the skin by way of a 
tiny duct, or tube. 
At the time of puberty, excess 
hormones are produced by the 
adrenal glands, the ovaries, the 
testes and other organs. Male 
sex hormones are produced by 
both boys and girls. It is this 
hormone that stimulates the 
sebaceous 
glands 
to 
manufacture more of the oily 
sebum. 
When the ducts are open, all is 
well. It is when these ducts, or 


tubes, become blocked that 
trouble begins. The oily sebum 
backs up, the sebaceous glands 
become swollen, and pimples, 
pustules, 
blackheads 
and 
whiteheads form. This is acne. 
It 
becomes 
even 
more 
complicated when germs or 
bacteria enter the inflamed 
area and set up housekeeping. 
The germs flourish and thrive in 
this oily material, causing pus 
pimples and even boils.

You can help the process of 
acne cure with a program of 
good facial hygiene, plenty of

nutritious meals. Keep your 
hands away from your face, 
shoulders and neck, the areas 
most frequently affected by 
acne. There is a temptation to 
squeeze pimples, whiteheads 
and blackheads. Fingernails 
and sharp instruments can 
cause scarring that persists 
long after the acne has 
vanished. 
Thorough cleansing of the 
skin with soap and water is a 
must. Expensive creams and 
lotions sound tempting, but are 
no more valuable than a good 
soap. Be wary of over-the- 
counter medicines and mail 
order “magical” preparations.
